He is firm- 
ly of the opinion, he said, that the masses 
are satisfied with things as they are, and 
would view any attempt to revise the tariff 
as a movement fraught with peril to the 
Nation's prosperity, and therefore to their 
own well-being. 

As Senators and Representatives arrive in } 
town in greater numbers, the tariff revision 
talk gets paler and thinner. The bulk of the 
newcomers are stand-patters, although most 
of them speak with slight reserve because 
the President has not yet made known his 
position. 

Many of them, like Speaker Cannon, hint 
that they are stand-patters, but say it 
would be indecorous for them to come out 
on the subject before the President speaks. 
They go to the White House and tell the 
President what they: think, in fact are in- 
vited by him to express their views. He is 
getting every Republican opinion that he 
can on the subject. |

Thousands of commuters and other trav- 
elers over the main line of the New York 
Central Railroad were delayed: for hours 
when at 4:45 o’clock yesterday afternoon 
the brick barge ‘‘ Three J's” tried to pass 


through the Cromwell’s Creek draw, and 
stuck fast on the bottom on a falling 
tide. 

The barge was bound up the creek in tow 
of a diminutive tugboat. ‘The bridge has a 
steel draw about 70 feet long, worked by 
hand. The barge no sooner struck thé 
mud than it careened, rendering it doubly 
hard to handle, and soon after there was an 
imposing array of trains on either side of 
the gap. Above were a heavy express from 
Buffalo and two others bearing passengers 
from Canada and points along the Boston 
and Albany Road, the three being due at 
Grand Central Station between 5 o'clock 
and 5:15. Below the draw was a Pough- 
keepsie train, the crack Lake Shore Lim- 
ited, a Chicago express, and another heavy 
Western express, while for miles back in 
either direction locals and other trains were 
waiting the dispatcher’s authority to close 
up in the different blocks and proceed at 
half speed. 

Many of the commuters soon became 
tired of waiting, and crowded into the 
Huckleberry trolley cars at the Central 
Bridge, not 100 yards away, crowding them 
as they never were before except on race 
days. They moved slowly, being unpre- 
pared. Incoming passengers left the stalled 
expresses and proceeded by elevated and 
Subway to the heart of the city. Two other 
tugs unYer command of Capt. Bockhover 
and Capt. Penney yanked at the grounded 
barge, to no purpose. Then a wrecking 
train steamed up. The derrick couldn't 
get a purchase in the draw, and a tackle 
was rigged from the locomotive and the 
engine was started backward, but the en- 
gine wheels simply spun on the tracks, 
throwing out a shower of sparks. All the 
time, however, the tide was moving. By 
and by.it rose again, and the Three J.’s 
at last righted and suddenly slid ahead. 
The trouble was over. It had lasted more 
than three hours, 

It was not until 8:30 o'clock that the 
schedule was again in force at the Grand 
Central Station, and meanwhile the crowds 
had grown so that extra police weré sent 
there to preserve order.

Third—The right of each nationality to 
dispose of its own destinies and-to be free 
from all violence on the part of the Rus- 
sian Government. 

Nine societies, each of, large member- 
ship, are said to have been represented 
at the conference. 


MOSCOW, Nov.. 30.—-A conference here

Mr. Fairbanks was obliged to leave early 
to go to Boston, but before he went, at 
8:45, the diners stopped eating long enough 
to listen to a short speech from him and 
to give a double three cheers. 

“I realize that the time of debate is 
past,” he said, “and it is now time for 
us to justify the confidence of the Ameri- 
can people in the Republican Party. I 
wish to congratulate the speakers on the 
magnificent work they did in presenting 


the cause of the Republican Party, but we 
must not forget the assistance of those 
Democrats who came to us in 1896 and 
1900, nor should we forget the support they 
ave, 0 in the now historic campaign of 


Mr. Fairbanks’s reference to the speakers 
Was prompted by the fact that the dinner 
was under the auspices of the National 
and New York State Republican speakers, 
in conjunction with Republican business 
men and the Commercial Travelers’ Roose- 
velt and Fairbanks League of America. C. 
Cc. Shayne presided, and Senator Scott, who 
was Chairman of the Republican Speakers’ 
Bureau during the campaign, was toast- 
master. 

Attorney General-elect Julius Mayer, 
Borough President Cromwell of Richmond. 
Senator Chauncey M. Depew, and Louis 
Stern also sat at the guests’ table. There 
was a large audience of women in the 
grand ballroom boxes, and among the 
number was Mrs. Depew. The room was 
plentifully decorated with flags and State 
emblems, and all the diners wore yellow 
chrysanthemums. 

The most picturesque feature of the din- 
ner itself was the serving of the ices. A 
body of waiters who evidently had been put 
ecomen company drill by Oscar marched 
into the room, the foremost Bearing a stat- 
uette of President Roosevelt, the second a 
figure of Uncle Sam, while the Stars and 
Stripes, waving over a plate of ices, was a 
poor third. ext came a tin soldier, then 
a similarly constructed sailor, and then fol- 
lowed the eagle and various National and 
State insignia. 

The chief engineer of the campaign, 
George B. Cortelyou, was expected to at- 
tend and tell *‘ how he did it,’’ but he sent a 
letter instead. , 

In it he said that the dinner celebrated a 
great political victory, “but, better than 
that, it celebrates a victory secured through 
the support of men and women of all 
shades of political belief. 

“On behalf of the National Committee 
of 1904,”" the letter continued in part, ‘I 
gratefully acknowledge your support and 
co-operation throughout the campaign, You 
contributed no small part to the indorse- 
ment given the Republican candidates and 
the principles for which they stood. 

“‘Great power brings great responsibility 
—responsibilicy to see that the power is 
used wisely and conservatively. Many 
grave questions calling for the highest 
qualities of constructive statesmanship 
confront us. Who can doubt that the par- 
ty which in its glorious past of half a cent- 
ury has so successfully met so many emer- 
gencies will prove fully equal to the de- 
mands of the future?” 

Gov. Uuell also was expected to attend, 
but he did not appear. 

Toastmaster Scott was introduced by Mr. 
Shayne. The Senator then made his 
“stand pat’”’ remark. 

Senator Scott then introduced Senator 
Depew, whose eulogy of Mark Hanna was 
loudly cheered. While the dinner was going 
on the Senator was observed to circulate 
among the various members of the Legis- 
lature present, apparently not forgetful of 
the fact that there may be a real fight for 
his seat in the United States Senate. 

Senator Depew in his speech praised Sen- 
ator Hanna as “‘ the most extraordinary and 
able political leader who has ever forged 
to the front.’””’ Of Senator Hanna’s suc- 
cessor, Mr. Cortelyou, Senator Depew said: 

“As silent as Grant, as quick and re- 
sourceful as aerman, with an intuitive 
knowledge of the States and their leading 
men, with a close touch with the people 
and their opinions, intent upon the one pur- 

ose of carrying every Northern State for 
iis chief, we hail to-night the victor, the 
Chairman of the National Committee, 
George B. Cortelyou.” 

Of President Roosevelt he said, in part: 

“The virile and intelligent manhood of 
the country has said of him as President: 
* He is the ideal American.’ The admiration 
and respect of the world and the affection 
and confidence of his countrymen are the 
unique distinctions of Theodore Roosevelt. 

At the conclusion of Senator Depew’s 
speech Senator Scott asked that a toast be 
drunk to the dead Republican leaders, and 
he named McKinley, Hobart, Quay, Payne, 
Osborne, Gibbs, and Hanna. 

Ex-Mayor Charles F. Warwick of Phila- 
delphia spoke in the main humorously to 
his toast “ The President,’’ but he warned 
his hearers in this way: 

“A party is never so weak as when it'ap- 
pears strongest.” 

Frank D. Vrooman of San Francisco, M. 
Linn Bruce, and ex-Judge Mayer also spoke. 
It was midnight when Mr. Mayer began to 
speak. and after he had finished all present 
sang “ America.”

At first it was stated as cer- 
tain that they were gilt-edge, but to-day 
it was rumored about that Reynolds had 
accepted them without examination, and 
later gave Mrs. Chadwick a receipt, plac- 
ing their value at the figure named by her. 
It is on this receipt that the woman se- 
cured many of her large loans. 

There continue to come in from various 
towns in Ohio reports of attempts made by 
Mrs. Chadwick to get large loans, in a 
few of which she Succeeded. One of the 
places where she made several attempts, 
some of which succeeded, is Elyria, near 
Cleveland. -W. L. Fay and Henry Wurst 
of that city know considerable about Mrs. 
Chadwick. Mr, Fay cashed a $10,000 check 
drawn in his favor by Mrs. Chadwick on 
the Citizens’ Bank -ef Oberlin.

He said that the loans he made were upon 
the best security. 

Henry Wurst, who received a ten-thou- 
sand-dollar.check signed by Mrs. Chadwick, 
but who was not successful in having it 
cashed, as far as can be learned, said he 
could throw ro light whatever upon the 
matter.

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THE GOLD FIND IN RHODESIA. 


Lack of Water May Prevent Operations 
by Individual Diggers.

CAPE TOWN, Nov. 30.—With refer- 
ence to the discovery of alluvial gold in 
Fern Spruit, Rhodesia, I understand that 
the Chartered Company’s engineer will 
arrive in Cape Town next week and will 
proceed at once to inspect the locality. 

So far only a small area has been 
tested by the discoverer, who in six 
washings, spread over six weeks, won 
fourteen ovnces of gold, the largest nug- 
get weighing nine pennyweights. 

Similar alluvial soil, fopr feet deep, 
extends, however, over 2 wide area, and 
is supposed to average throughout two 
pennyweights per ton. 

The great obstacle is the scarcity of 
water, which, it is feared, may prevent 
the area from proving a profitable vent- 
ure to the individual digger. Some water 
is found a few feet below the surface, 
while an inexhaustible supply could be 
procured by the natural flow from the 
river twelve miles off, but that implies 
the introduction of capital and penalizes 
the individual digger, whom the Govern- 
ment is anxious to encourage. 

If the investigations of the company’s 
engineer with a view to arranging for an 
adequate water supply are attended with 
practical results the discovery should 
prove valuable. On the other hand the 
area shows distinct traces of ancient 
workings, a fact which, some hold, de- 
tracts from its potentialities to-day.

The Canvassing Board declared the elec- 
tion of three Republican and three Demo- 
cratic Representatives in Congress. 


HARTFORD,, Conn., Nov. 30.—The offi- 
cial canvass this afternoon of the vote in 
Connecticut for Presidential Electors shows 
111,089 as the highest vote cast for a Re- 
publican Elector, against 72,909, the high- 
est total reached by a Democratic Elector. 
On this basis the plurality for Roosevelt 
was 38,180. The Socialist vote for President 
was 4,543; the Prohibition vote 1,506; Peo- 
ple’s Party, 495, and Socialist Labor, 575.

ARMED GUARDS ON CARS | 


Accused of Violating Illinois Law in 
Protecting Imported Men. 


NO EFFORT YET TO ARREST 


Case Left Over for the New State’s 
Attorney—Shots Exchanged 
at Zeigler Nightly. 


DUQUOIN, Ill, Nov. 30.—it became 
known here to-day that three weeks ag 
Joseph Leiter was indicted on three counts 
on the charge of bringing armed men into 
the State, contrary to recently passed stat- 
utes. Although the indictment was re- 
turned Noy. 12, no attempt has been made 
to serve the capias or to arrest Leiter, be- 
cause State’s Attorney Scott, who will re- 
to-morrow, wishes to leave the case 
to his successor. 

Indictments have also 
against Attorney Henry 
Zeigler Mining Company. ‘ 

The punishment for the offense named is 
confinement in the penitentiary for from 
one to five years, with no fine as an alter- 
native. Union miners and railroad men in 
charge of the cars on which it is alleged 
imported miners rode and were guarded by 
urmed men, were the witnesses before the 
Grand Jury. 

Thus far in the Zeigler trouble one man 
been killed. That was on Nov. 16, 

a carload of miners was being im- 
ported and the car was fired on from am- 
bush. One Austrian was fatally shot. A 
few men have been waylaid and beaten. 

Attorney Platt says the attacks on Zelg- 
ler had grown so bold and had become so 
desperate that Sheriff Stein found it neces- 
sary to call out the militia. Just what ef- 
fect the presence of the militiamen will 
have upon the strike at the Zeigler coal 
mines remains to be seen. 

At Zeigler the stockade is about 800 feet 
long and 400 feet wide. It is a tight board 
fence abeut fifteen feet high. At each end 
at diagonal corners are blockhouses, in 
each of which is a machine gun. As soon 
as the darkness approaches these guns are 
placed in readiness for an attack. They are 
used, too, Attorney Platt says, every night. 
Farmers in that vicinity substantiate his 
statement. 

There is probably no denying the fact that 
some shots are fired into the stockade from 
ambush. It only requires one shot for the 
men behind the machine guns to get into 
action. They send bulets into the trees 
[uv yards away like hail. Platt says these 
shots from the machine guns have been an- 
swered prompily. A feature of the stock- 
ade is the use of a@’ powerful searchlight 
placed on top of the water tank, 154 feet 
above the ground.

Herr Moeller was sharply attacked by 
Herr von Eynern, one of the National Lib- 
eral leaders, who is a member of the Hi- 
bernia Coal Company's Directorate, for the 
secretive way in which the purchase of the 
stock was conducted. 

Minister Moeller explained that when the 
movement for the consolidation of the iron 
companies with the great coal companies of 
West Germany was begun he pointed out to 
Baron von Rheinbaben, Minister of Fi- 
nance, that the State must act immediately 
if it ever intended to secure a coal property 
entitling it to a seat in the coal syndicate, 
where it could watch developments on be- 
half of the public. The two Ministers de- 
cided to give a commission to the Dresdner 
Bank to buy the Hibernia Company shares. 

The Minister deprecated the idea that he 
was hostile to great consolidations of capi- 
tal. On the contrary, he said, the changed 
conditions of the age made great organiza- 
tions necessary. It was only necessary to 
find the right form of organization and 
that men be placed at the head of such 
organizations who would remember that 
they must act in the pubiic interest and not 
in the exclusive interest of capital.

FEARS FOR “FOOL KILLER.” 
Rolling Balloon Not Heard From—In*

CHICAGO, Nov. 30.—Feter Nissen is be- 
lieved to have been either smothered or 
frozen to death in his rolling balloon Fool 
Killer, in which he started for a trip across 
the lake yesterday. 

The opinion that Nissen was lost became 
general this afternoon when it was found 
that after twenty-four hours of silence 
there was still no word from the inventor 
who some years ago shot the whirlpool 
rapids of Niagara Falls in a barrel. He has 
not been sighted by any vessel, and he has 
not, as far as is reported, drifted ashore at 
any point. 

‘The Fool Killer is a canvas bag, 30 feet 
long and 22 feet in diameter, tapering to 
blunt ends, where there are portholés. In- 
side the entire length of the bag extends a 
centreshaft around which at each end re-

LINDINGER’S LAMENT 
ON REFORM GOVERNMENT 


Low Received Us Like Criminals, 
He Tells Liquor Men. 


BANQUET AT VAN CORTLANDT 


Martin J. Kane, Association’s President, 
Says Non-Member Liquor Dealers 
Are Those Who Break Laws. 


Recalling his own misfortune in having 
come into the leadership of the Wine, 
Liquor, and Beer Dealers’ Association 
simultaneously with a reform administra- 
tion of the city, Fritz Lindinger, now an 
ex-President of the organization, said last 
night that District Attorney Jerome was 
the only member of that administration 
who had treated the liquor dealers fairly. 

“I had the hard luck to come to the 
Presidency just when a college President 
came to the Mayor's chair,’’ said Mr. Lin- 
dinger to the company of liquor dealers who 
were dining in Golf House, Van Cortlandt 
Park. ‘He would receive a delegation 
from our association and treated us as if 
we were a crowd of criminals. Jerome was 
the only man in the City Government then 
that was a friend to us.” 

This was not all Mr. Lindinger said, but it 
was what the liquor dealers applauded 
most. The occasion was a dinner given to 
himself and Hugh Dolan, both ex-Presi- 
dents of the Wine, Liquor and Beer Deal- 
ers’ Association, and Martin J. Kane, now 
President. Three large diamond studs, 
conspicuous for both brilliancy and size, 
were presented to the three guests of honor. 
The souvenirs were bottles of rarest wines. 

President Farley of the Central Board of 
the association presided over the eighteen- 
course dinner. James Warden, counsel for 
the liquor dealers, said he was not in favor 
of trying by legislation to get licenses re- 
duced. 

“We don’t mind paying high licenses,” 
he said, ‘‘as long as the income derived 


from them goes to the schooling of children 
in New York City. But some 60,000 chil- 
dren here are not able to get to school. The 
money we pay, instead of benefiting the 
people of the city, goes up State, away from 
those to whom it belongs, to those who 
have no right to it.” 

Martin J. Kane said: *‘ We ought to con- 
vince, and we are convincing, the public that 
the Wine and Liquor Dealers’ Association 
of New York is a respectable organization 
and respects the law. We don't want to 
break the law or evade it. It is usually 
the liquor dealers outside of our associa- 
tion who are caught in violations of the 
statutes. People will learn that we are law- 
abiding, first-class citizens who believe 
in bringing up our children in the right 
way, and living lives as good as those. of 
any other class.” 


H. H. VREELAND ON TRANSFERS. 


Court’s Decision Will Not Affect Prao 
tice of His Company. 


Vreeland yesterday gave out an 
interview on the recent decision of the 
Court of Appeals on the street railway 
transfer cases, in which he said: 

“The decision will not materially affect 
the practice of the company, although, of 
course, it may be required to grant trans- 
fers at a few points where, in the interest 
of the effectual handling of its traffic, we 
would prefer not to grant them. As a mat- 
ter of fact, it has been the policy of the 
company to provide a practically universal 
system of transfers, permituing passengers 
to ride between any two points on Man- 
hattan Island for a single fare.”

COL. BRUCE’S LIBRARY SOLD. 


Old Print of Hambletonian Brings $60.50 
—$30 for Eclipse in Oil. 


A number of old paintings and engravings of 
famous race horses that formerly belonged to 
the late Col. S. D. Bruce, well known to horse 
lovers and for many years editor of Turf, Field 
and Farm, drew a large number of bidders last 
night to the Anderson auction rooms, 56 West 
Twenty-ninth Street, where the entire library 
of the late horseman was disposed of. The 
miscellaneous collection of sporting books 
brought very fair prices, bidding being spirited 
on some of the early Bnglish publications. 

The highest price was received for a mag- 
nificent colored engraving of about 1799, rep- 
resenting the start of the great race between 
Sir Harry Tempest Vane’s horse Hambletonian 
against Mr. Cookson’s Diamond at Newmar- 
ket for 8,000 guineas. The race was four 
miles, and Hambletonian won by only half a 
neck. The engraving was neatly framed, and was 
two feet long and five inches less in width. 


H. B. Jones secured the print for $60.50. 

The oil paintings of a few famous horses did 
not bring so high a price as the engraving 
showing Hambletonian starting in his great 
race. The best paintings were those of the 
celebrated American horses, Eclipse and Henry. 
Both were purchased by a dealer, the former for 
$30, and the latter for $31. The paintings were 
done tn 1834 by E. Troye.

AT OLD GLORY AUCTION 


$447,775 Paid for Trotters and 
Pacers at the Offering. 


ATTENDANCE GOOD TO CLOSE 


Sale in Madison Square Garden Finished 
Last Night with 987 Head - 
Disposed Of. 


The annual “ Old Glory-”’ auction sale of 
harness bred horses, held by the: Fasig- 
Tipton Company in Madison Square Garden, 
came to a close last night, with a total 
realized by the. sales that was second only 
to one auction held by the company, the 
aggregate sum of the sales for the nine 
days reaching $447,775 for 987 head. The 
only time that these figures have been ex- 
ceeded was in 1901, when the dispersal of | 
the great breeding establishments of Marcus 
Daly and the Spiers farm swelled the total 
for 920 head of famous and high-bred trot- 
ters and pacers to $499,355. 

For the closing day of the big offering 
the attendance held up to the high average 
of the former days, and the hall was fairly 
well filled..throughout the time that the 
auctioneer was in his stand morning, after- 
noon, and evening. The horses that passed 
through the ring for the finish, however, 
included no really notable animals, the 
consignments all being from the smaller 
breeding farms or from racing men who 
keep modest stables. No high prices were 
realized, and in many cases the alert deal- 
ers secured bargains on which they had op- 
portunity to clear immediate’ profit, and in 
numerous instances took the profit withouc 
waiting for larger returns.

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THE PRESIDENT TO SENATOR HALE ? 

We remarked yesterday morning that 
the public interest in the issue raised by 
Senator HA.Lr’s scantily respectful dec- 
laration on tariff revision would centre 
in the attitude of the President. Some- 
thing like an official response to the 
semi-challenge of the Maine Senator is 
contained in the Washington dispatches 
of The Tribune, sent from that city on 
the day that Senator Hare issued his 
manifesto. The Tribune Bureau re- 
ports: 


The President believes that some read- 
jJustment of the Dingley tariff schedules 
by the Fifty-ninth Congress would benefit 
the country. This is his opinion, and he 


is frank to express it to those who ask | 


him his views on the subject of the tariff. 


The dispatches go on to state that the 
* President had no intention of disrupt- 
ing his party or of appearing to dictate 
to Congress.” But as Senator HaALz in- 
timates that no tariff revision can be 
undertaken that will not disrupt the 
party in Congress, and as it is plain that 


he for one will yield to nothing less im- - 


perative than dictation, the qualifica- 
tions by The Tribune of the meaning of 
the President do not carry much weight. 

There is a hint in The Tribune’s dis- 
patches that the question of revision is 
one as to which the President will be 
ready to make terms: 


The President, in his discussions of the 
tariff, emphasizes the fact that it is a 
purely economic, not a moral question, and 
readjustment must be decided for or against 
from economic premises alone. 

This has a business air, but we think 
the stubborn Senators may easily make 
too much of it. The mere fact that the 
President, according to the principal or- 
gan of the party in this city, means to 
take up the revision of the tariff imme- 
diately after so tremendous a triumph 
on a platform that distinctly opposed re- 
vision and after a campaign in which 
revision was consistently flouted by all 
party leaders, and ignored by the Presi- 
dent himself, is a striking proof of the 
very great force of public opinion that is 
pushing Mr. RoosEvELT. Some of his in- 
timate advisers tell him that it is revis- 
ion now or disaster at the next Congres- 
sional elections, and there are indications 
that he believes them, 

“SEVEN WRONG DECISIONS.” 

It was announced the other day that 
the Government and the importers are in 
a fair way to procure from the Supreme 
Court a final decision determining the 
value of the Indian rupee as used in in- 
voices of dutiable merchandise. Between 
the importers and the Secretary of the 
Treasury there has been a long conten- 
tion oyer the rupee, and much litigation 
has resulted. The United States stat- 
utes declare that the value of foreign 
coins as expressed in our money shall be 
that of the pure metal in them; that the 
value of the standard coins of the vari- 
ous nations shall be estimated quarterly 
by the Director of the Mint, and that 
the valuation so estimated and pro- 
claimed shall be followed in determining 
the value of imported merchandise of 
which the invoices are made out in the 
currency of the respective foreign coun- 
tries. 

The Director of the Mint has for many 
years estimated the coin value of the 
rupee at 20 cents, and importers have 
used that valuation in their invoices. 
Secretary SHaw, however, has instructed 
collectors of customs to value the rupee 
at 32 cents, which is about its exchange 
value in India. As the Secretary’s valu- 
ation is about 54 per cent. greater than 
the legal valuation, importers have been 
subjected to a heavy increase in the du- 
ties assessed upon their incoming mer- 
chandise. Their appeals to the General 
Appraisers have uniformly resulted in 
their favor and against the Government. 
reven times the question has been passed 
upon by the United States courts, first 
in the United States Circuit Court at 
Boston in 1899, and for the seventh time 
by the Circuit Court at Baltimore on 
March 4 last. Each one of these decis- 
fons has been adverse to Secretary 
SHaw’s contention, and the Circuit Court 
of Appeals has twice gustained the de- 
cisions of the courts below. 

Secretary SHaw has continued and still 
continues to overrule the courts in the 
matter of the rupee. Under his instruc- 
tions duties are still assessed at the 32- 
cent valuation. Mr. W. J. Gibson, for- 
merly counsel of the Board of General 
Appraisers in New York, reviewed this 
long contest during the recent campaign, 
and alluded to a report that the attorney 
of one of the importers interested in the 
rupee valuation, having protested to Mr. 
@uaw that, as the case had been decided 
against the Government seven times, he 
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/ 
tion. “ Yes, seven wrong decisions,” was 
the only comment of the Secretary of the 
Treasury. 

The story is credible, because it is 
characteristic and consistent. Of course 
the courts aré wrong, in the Secretary’s 
judgment, or he would not have over- 
ruled them in each instance. What he 
will do with the decision of the Supreme 
Court should it be against him is a ques- 
tion somewhat open to conjecture. With 
any other Secretary who ever held the 
office there would have been no ques- 
tion at all. Mr. SHaw has his little pe- 
culiarities, and one of them is a rooted 
belief that any law or official act mak- 
ing it less difficult to bring foreign mer- 
chandise into this country is and must 
be of its own nature sinful and void. He 
has so set his face against the courts 
and the statute book in the case of the 
Indian rupee that he has instructed Col- 
lectors of Customs to send the protests 
of importers to him and not to the 
Boards of General Appraisers, though 
the law positively declares that they 
shall be transmitted to the Appraisers. 
There is in the Treasury a very consid- 
‘rable sum of money unlawfully taken 
from importers by the Secretary’s orders 
concerning the value of the Indian rupee. 


SENATOR DEPEW.

THE EIGHT-HOUR DECISION. 

The Court of Appeals has practically 
wiped out the law forbidding contractors 
for public work to employ their men for 
more than eight hours a day. But the 
decision does not leave it very clear how 
or why the law is unconstitutional. 

Three Justices, one Democrat and two 
Republicans, hold that the law is uncon- 
stitutional because it deprives men of 
their property without due process of 
law. Two Justices, a Democrat and a 
Republican, hold that the law is uncon- 
stitutional because it is an unwarranted 
interference of the Legislature with the 
rights of municipalities. Thus, as has 
happened only too frequently in recent 
cases of great importarce, especially 
those relating to the insular possessions 
of the United States, we have Justices 
agreeing as to the action of the court, 
but not agreeing as to the principle un- 
derlying that action. The case is de- 
cided; the law, if we may venture the re- 
mark, is not decided. That, it must be 
confessed, is not an altogether happy 
outcome. 


‘THE TENEMENT HOUSE LAW. 

The opinion handed down by the New 
York Court of Appeals affirming the 
constitutionality of the tenement house 
law at present in force should end a fu- 
tile opposition to its reasonable require- 
ments. The contention that it was in 
contravention of the constitutional rights 
of citizens owning tenement houses in 
that it took away private property with- 
out compensation never had a leg to 
stand upon, and the money spent in the 
effort to establish this contention was 
chiefly of advantage to the lawyers. The 
State, in the exercise of its reasonable 
police powers, has the right to say that 





only under certain conditions shall prop- 
erty of a certain class be used for certain 
purposes. Under these same powers it 
has the right to say that property not 
safely habitable shall not be used as 
habitations. It may vacate buildings 
unsafe from any cause, and may refuse 
to permit them to be occupied as multiple 
apartment dwellings unless they have 
the conveniences and appointments which 
experience has shown are essential to 


health and comfort. 


The contention that to deny an owner | 


the right to use as a tenement house a 


building not suited to that purpose is | 


equivalent to taking away his property 
without compensation is as absurd as to 
maintain a like contention if the owner 


of a building is not permitted to use it as |! 


a storehouse for dynamite or other high 
explosives. The tenement house law is 
clearly an exercise of the police powers 
of the State, and a very reasonable use 
at that. The courts have taken this view 
of the matter from the first, afd the 
threat of the tenement house owners who 
do not care to make their buildings safe 
from the point. of view of the public 
health to take the matter on final appeal 
up to the Supreme Court of the United 
States would seem to indicate that they 
are badly advised. WBqually futile is 
work at Albany. Public opinion would 
not tolerate any other modification’ of 
the tenement house law than one increas- 
si aN a i IRR al 


which are really much too liberal in their 
sanitary requirements; and if such a 
law as the owners want could be 
“jammed” through the Legislature, the 
Governor who failed to veto it promptly 
and unconditionally would be less wise 
than any Governor we have had at Al- 
bany in many years. 

The best and cheapest course open to 
the tenement house owners is to comply 
with the law, or, if they will not do this, 
to use their buildings for other purposes. 
That they have not seen this without 
costly litigation attests the wisdom of 
those who were instrumental in securing 
the passage of the present law and who 
are pledged to its defense against all ef- 
forts to subvert it or repeal it. 


THE BEEF TRUST INVESTIGATION. 
The announcement that Commissioner 
GARFIELD of the Bureau of Corporations 
is about to resume the investigation of 
the Beef Trust is not likely to send a 
thrill of apprehension along the nerves 
of those connected with the packing in- 
terest. It is more than doubtful whether 
any such combination as is forbidden by 
law exists between the several corpo- 
rations which control the meat business 
of this country. The combination which 
does exist is vastly more dangerous than 
would be an actual merger of plants and 
a concentration of control. It repre- 
sents an agreement to do certain things, 
arranged between subordinate officers, 
and consequently not binding upon the 
parties to such agreements, but so ob- 
viously advantageous to all in interest 
in restricting competition and stifling it 
where it begins that the chances of a vio- 
lation of its provisions are as remote as 
; that the heads of the several packing 
concerns will ever go gunning for one 
another. Such agreements are almost 
impossible to establish by legal evi- 
dence. Indeed, the proof would be likely 
to be all on the other side. They do not 
| depend upon written contracts, and it 
would impose no great strain upon the 
conscience of the packer to maintain un- 
der oath that they are non-existent. By 
injunctions now in force the several 
representatives of the slaughtering and 
packing interests are restrained—in the- 
ory at least—from doing what the Sher- 


man law forbids; but it would require | 


more ingenuity than has yet been dis- 
played: in the conduct of the Govern- 
ment cases to determine whether the in- 
junction had been respected or disre- 
garded. The most satisfactory answers 
the Commissioner can expect to the 
questions he will put to the packers in 
the grand inquisition he is about to be- 
gin will probably shed little light into 
the dark places of the meat business. 
Such answers will be of no value unless 
they show whether such a combination 
as has been alleged really exists, and if 
so, whether it operates in restraint of 
inter-State trade. No one out of the 
business knows the facts, and no one in 
it dare tell them, 


UNION STRIKES AGAINST NON-UNION 
WOREMEN. 

Mr. D. M. Parry, Prsident of the Citi- 
zens’ Industrial Alliance, in his speech 
at the meeting of that body on Monday, 
made a very clear distinction between a 
legal right and a moral right in the case 
of a strike by union workmen against the 
employment of those not in affiliation 
with them. The courts have repeatedly 
affirmed that union workmen have this 
right, and that if they choose to exercise 
it no one can prevent them from doing 
so or hold them accountable for having 
done so. But there are many rights 
which it is in the highest degree inexpe- 
dient for men to assert, and this is one 
of them. Mr. Parry points this out very 
distinctly and in words which the intelli- 
gent workman will have no difficulty in 
understanding, as follows: 

Where an organization quits work to 
compel the discharge of men simply on the 
grounds that these men are not members 
of the organization, then those composing 
the organization are guilty of an act of 
persecution which cannot be justified on 
moral grounds, no matter how much they 
may be acting within their legal rights. 
The men of an organization that commit 
such an act should fully understand that 
they are striking a blow at individual free- 
dom, the most precious heritage of the 
common people, and are thereby inviting 
their own undoing. I believe that when any 
organization takes concerted action to quit 
work merely to prevent men not in their 
organization from exercising their right to 
labor, an injury is inflicted upon the men 
forced out of employment which should 
entitle them to some redress. Another 
thing, the more the unions go on strike 
merely to force the discharge of non-union 
men, the more the employers must co-oper- 
ate in the defense of the rights of inde- 
pendent labor and their own right to em- 
ploy whom they please. 

This is sound doctrine, albeit not ac- 
ceptable to the leaders of the unions. 
The greatest advantage possible to the 
unions would result from the recognition 
of the principle of the open shop in every 
mechanical trade. It would change the 
whole character of the labor movement,

sion to consider the wisdom of buying his 
services. And evidently Mr. War shares 
the curious belief, so widely spread, that 
people who write verses, while estimable 
enough in their queer way, are net to be 
taken quite seriously when they aspire to 
bear a hand in the real work of the world. 
For he admits, apparently with regret, the 
fact that in other days he produced much 
verse and published not a little of it, he 
declares, as if it were in some measure 
exculpatory, that he never, never, never—or 
almost never—took any money for these 
productions. We are doubtful of the exact 
bearing of this upon the question whether 
Mr. Warp is or is not a poet, and still 
more doubtful as to its winning for him 
the pardon of people who incline to hold 
poets lightly. According to the records, the 
vast majority of poets, big and little, have 
been content to sell their poems whenever 
buyers have appeared and to get all they 
could for them. To that extent, therefore, 
Mr. Warp's revelation sets him apart from 
the poetic mind, but it hardly disproves 
that he is a poet, and what it does really 
prove is that even for a poet he is remark- 
ably unpractical and strangely reluctant to 
take money for what by common consent 
is money’s worth. And is that going to help 
him with the man looking for a lawyer? 
Will it clear his reputation of its poetic 
stains and inspire confidence in his ability 
to look after the interests, especially the 
pecuniary interests, of his clients? We 
think not. Harper’s Weekly, commenting 
upon another phase of Mr. WARE’s defense, 
says: ‘‘ The two great natural divisions into 
which all poetry falls are marketable verse 
and unmarketable verse. Most of the good 
poetry and some of the bad are marketable. 
Some of the good—especially the more pro- 
tracted pieces—and most of the bad are 
unmarketable. Poetry is a manufactured 
product. There is no way that is at once 
so simple and (on the whole) so reliable 
to find out its value as to fetch it to mar- 
ket. If any one will buy it there must be 
something in it. If no one will buy it 
there is probably something serious the 
matter with it.’’ That seems reasonable, 
though it is not likely that any writer of 
verses would admit the conclusiveness of 
the test—if it went against him. 

——One of our correspondents complains 
that he finds newspapers inconveniently 
large—that he cannot turn the pages in the 
cars without troubling his neighbors and 
himself. He therefore suggests that the 
pages be made smaller and more numerous, 
with the result that the paper take about 
the form of our SATURDAY REVIEW. The 
Suggestion is not new, but it has almost al- 
Ways been mde by those with no knowledge 
of the practical difficulties that lie in the 
way of its adoption. The manufacturers of 
newspapers know quite as well as the read- 
ers thereof that a small page is more easily 
handled than a large one, and they haven't 
the slightest objection to the small page, as 
such. Indeed, when presses of the modern 
type came into use the size of newspaper 
pages was reduced all over the country, and 
now very few of the old “ blanket sheets” 


are to be found, but the reduction cannot 
yet be carried very far without reaching 


limits, partly mechanical and partly eco- 
nomic, that are safely to be passed. Pages 
comparatively large save both time and 
money in getting out a paper. The size of 
most weekly and monthly publications 
shows plainly enough that the money price 
of increased convenience is paid willing- 
ly enough, while the fact that daily news- 
papers, which must be made in great num- 
bers and with great speed, have for years 
remained about what they are now is evi- 
dence that the consideration of time simply 
cannot be ignored. Our correspondent and 
others who may have been inclined to give 
the same advice that he does may rest as- 
sured that their wishes in this matter would 
be heeded if it were practicable, It is not. 
A hundred questions, involving at least a 
dozen trades, must be answered in deter- 
mining the size of a newspaper. The pres- 
ent answer to them is a compromise as 
satisfactory as any compromise can be, and 
it was reached after a lot of study and ex- 
periment by men whose strongest desire is 
to give the public what it wants. 


—Perhaps special efforts to prevent 
shoplifting would not now be necessary if 
there had not been in the past a marked 
difference in the treatment of shoplifters, 
the severity and publicity of punishment 
depending altogether too much upon the 
social status of the criminals. The an- 
nounced purpose now is to send them all 
to prison on conviction, but the literal car- 
rying out of the announcement is something 
more than doubtful. Kleptomania is a dis- 
ease recognized by all the alienists, and 
when a well-to-do woman steals trifles that 
she might as well buy, she may or may not 
be a kleptomaniac, but it is always easy 
to hold her one, and usually there is some 
colorable reason for doing so. She will pre- 
sumably continue to get the benefit of the 
doubt, and without any resort to experts 
to determine her condition. 


WANTS STEEL DIVIDENDS. 


One Critic’s Reasons Why Common 
Stock Showld Pay Them Now. 


To the Editor of The Now York Times: 

In your issue of to-day is an article on 
United States Steel earnings which shows 
an “extremely satisfactory "’ condition of 
the business. Yet you quote “a leading 
official of the Steel Corporation” as say- 
ing, “we hear reports that within two 
years the common stock will be on a 
stable dividend-paying basis.” 

I can see no reason why regular dividends 
on the common stock should not be re- 
sumed immediately. The corporation is 


now in far better condition than it was ! 


in 1901, when it began paying dividends, 
Its statement of. Dec. 31, 1903, shows the 
earned surplus to be $41,096,682, and this, 
too, after arbitrarily charging off $17,234,- 
128. This year’s business will probably in- 
crease the surplus by $4,000,000. 

The charter of the corporation provided 
that in January of each year the whole of 
its earned surplus should be divided among 
its common stockholders ‘“‘on demand.” 
The management afterward, in its by-laws, 
nominally rescinded this provision. A case 
testing the legality of this action has been 
instituted in the courts. The manage- 
ment has also cut the common stockholders 
out of a year’s dividends while there was 
a provision for it. They should not con- 
tinue such an unjust policy, JUSTICE.

A Good Word for Native Artists as Com- 
pared with Foreign. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

As one who has devoted a large part of 
his life to the study of art, I feel impelled 
to say that “The Comparative Art Hxhi- 
bition’ now being displayed in the galler- 
jes of the American Fine Arts Society, in 
Fifty-seventh Street, is the most import- 
ant and the most interesting art exhibi- 
tion ever held in the United States. 

The best judge of what is likely to be 
valuable and enduring in modern literature 
is probably the man who has developed 
and refined his tastes by the study of the 
classic literary monuments of the past. So, 
also, I contend that the critic who is likely 
to discern the qualities in modern art 
which will stand the test of time is he who 
has molded and cultivated his art judgment 
by the long and conscientious study of the 
“‘old masters.” 

Basing then my right to an expression of 
opinion by reason of a lifelong study of the 
great masters of the sixteenth, seven- 
teenth, and eightenth centuries, I am bold 
enough to state that in my judgment the 
American landscape school of art is the 
greatest pure landscape school that ever 
existed. Time, I feel sure, will bear me 
out. Meanwhile I urge every doubter crit- 
ically to examine the American landscapes 
of the comparative exhibition. No person 
who lays the slightest claim to culture and 
refinement should, unless unavoidably pre- 
vented, fail to attend this contrasted and 
most important presentation of American 
and foreign art.

New proceedings will be taken in the 
next few days by Corporation Counsel De- 
lany against the Consolidated Telegraph 
and Electrical Subway Company to compel 
an accounting to the city and the recovery 
of some $5,000,000 held to be due from the 
Subway combination. The papers in the 
action have been, prepared and are ready 
for service on the officials of the Subway 
company, which is merely a subsidiary cor- 
poration of the Consolidated Gas Company. 

Litigation of one sort or another has 
been under way between the city and the 
Consolidated Subway Company for many 
months, ever since such action was recom- 
mended by Mayor Low, Controller Grout, 
and President Fornes of the Board of Alder- 
men, acting as a committee of the old 
Board of Estimate and Apportionment. At 
that time action for an accounting and re- 
covery was begun by Corporation Counsel 
Rives, but the Subway counsel filed a de- 
murrer which was sustained in the courts. 
This required the new action brought by 
Corporation Counsel Delany, and it was an- 
nounced yesterday that in this latest action 
the companies would be represented by 
Elihu Root, who has been engaged to look 
after all Consolidated Gas interests. 

The contract-of the Consolidated Tele- 
graph and Electrical Subway Company with 
the city was secured in 1886. The company 
was to construct and maintain subways for 
gas pipes and electric wires. Later the 
Empire City Subway Company was formed 
on the same terms. It was owned by the 
same interests which later brought the two 
companies together. All of the subway 
stock is controlled by the Consolidated Gas 
interests, Under the terms of the contract 
the subway company was to be permitted 
by the city to earn 10 per cent. on its in- 
vestment without assessment, but of all 
profits over this 10 per cent. the city was 
to get one-third. The promoters of the com- 
pany floated bonds to the amount of $3,000,- 
000, and in the new action against the com- 
pany it is charged that these bonds were 
sold to Insiders at 60 and 90, and that in 
order to prevent the city from getting its 
share of the profits the bonds have been 
held as Issued at par, and also that the city 
has been charged 6 per cent. interest on 
money raised on the bonds to build the sub- 
ways. It is alleged that the city never has 
received anything from the subway com- 
pany, whereas more than $5,000,000 should 
have been turned over. 

The Consolidated Telegraph and Electrical 
Subway Company has outstanding 18,750 
shares of ‘Stock. According to the last 
available report, of Sept. 28 last, these are 
some of the stockholders and their hold- 
ings: Theodore P. Anderson, 167 shares; 
Anthony N. Brady, 120; Charles R. Gilbert, 
550; Horace M. Kilbourne, 2,000; Edward 
Lauterbach, 100; New York Edison Com- 
pany, 188; State Trust Company, as trustee, 
15,160; William Woolverton and C. H. Cut- 
ler, as trustees, 261. 

Corporation Counsel Delany will move to 
have the new action tried in court as early 
as possible in the coming year. It could not 
be reached before that time. 


CATHOLIC UNIVERSITY FUND. 


Amount Raised This Year by Churches 
May Exceed $300,000. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 30.—The reports re- 
ceived in Washington as to the amount 
raised by the collection last Sunday for the 
benefit of the Catholic University in 
churches throughout the countrty indicate 
that the aggregate was much larger than 
at any time heretofore. 

A year ago the amount raised by similar 
collection was $105,000. The higher prelates 
of the Church here say that they fully ex- 
pect the amount now to be three times what 
it was a year ago. The average increase 


over last year’s contributions in the seventy- 
five dioceses was from $2,000 to $3,000. 

If the expectation as to the amount holds 
out the institution will be entirely relieved 
from the embarrassments consequent on the 
Waggaman failure so far as the present 
scholastic year is concerned. 


COCKRELL SEES ROOSEVELT. 


But Defers Decision as to Which Prof- 
fered Place He Will Take. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 30.—The White 
House to-day gave signs of the near ap- 
proach of the reassembling of Congress. 
The anteroom of the President’s office was 
crowded with Senators and Representatives 
who called to pay their respects. 

Senator Cockrell of Missouri was one of 
those who conferred for some time with the 
President. A few days after the election 
which resulted in defeat for Mr. Cockrell, 
the President offered the Missouri veteran 
his choice of place on the Panama Canal 
Commission or the Interstate Commerce 
Commission. 

The Senator did not indicate to the Presl- 
dent what he will do. He desires to serve 


out his term fn the Senate, thus completing 
a continuous service of thirty years. 

If he should select the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission, Mr. Cockrell would be 
required to sever his connection with the 
Senate before the expiration of the Con- 
gress, but if he chose the Panama Commis- 
sion he could continue in the Senate with 
the President’s approval until March 4. 


TO REMOVE POSTAL AGENT. 


Postmaster General Approves Recom- 
mendations in Case of New York Man. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 30.—Postmaster 
General Wynne has approved the recom- 
mendation of Fourth Assistant Postmaster 
General Bristow that William C. R. Hazard 


of New York be dismissed as special agent 
of the Eastern Division of the rural de- 
livery. 

The removal is made on charges of mis- 
conduct not related to official business. 


MAY GIVE STATUE OF CAESER. 


Italy, It Is Rumored, Contemplates Pre- 
senting One to War College.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 30.—There is a hint 
from some source that Italy will give the 
United States a large statue of Caesar, to be 
placed in the grounds of the War College, 
where the heroic fagure of Frederick the 
Great was unveiled the other day as the 
gift of the Emperor of Germany. 

The President, in his speech at the un- 
veiling of the Frederick statue, alluded to 
Caesar as one of-the figures which it was 


desired should stand there, and the matter 
was at once taken up in diplomatic circles 
and became the subject of earnest discus- 
sion. Among the statues which the Presi- 
dent indicated might be placed in the War 
College grounds were those of Napoleon, 
Hannibal, and Washington in addition to 
those of Frederick and Caesar.

Controller Charged with Hindering Great 
Improvement, in Which Cc. F. Mur- 
phy’s Brother Is a Contractor,

After more than two hours of heated dis- 
cussion between Controller Grout and Al- 
derman McCall the Sinking Fund Commis- 
sion yesterday laid aside for one week the 
application of the New York Centra] Rail- 
road to divert its tracks in Twelfth Avenue 
so that the Pennsylvania Railroad could get 
possession of the Thirty-second Street plier 
for the purpose of expediting its tunnel and 
station work. 

This is the application which the Con- 
troller has been charged with holding up in 
order to hamper the operations of the New 
York Contracting and Trucking Company, 
of which John J. Murphy, brother to the 
Tammany Hall leader, is the President. The 
Controller is anxious to compel the railroad 
company to pay full franchise rates for the 
Purpose of extending its traeks, while Al- 
German McCall wanted the Commissioners 
of the Sinking Fund to adopt the recom- 
mendation of Dock Commissioner Feather- 
son that $500 be accepted as a lump sum 
from the railroad for this privilege. 

The New York Central hols long leases 
of the Thirty-second and Thirty-siath Street 
piers, but the Pennsylvania Railrgad wants 
the first named, and is willing to take it for 
five years at $27,500 a year, which the Cen- 
tral is now paying to the city. The Central 
is willing to make the arrangement if it ob- 
tains the permission of the eity to lay 
tracks from its switches at Thirty-second 
Street on the marginal street, and/ across 
Thirty-fourth, Thirty-fifth, and Thirty- 
sixth Streets, west of the westerly line of 
Twelfth Avenue. The road wants the right 
to be continued for thirty years. 

Dock Commissioner Featherson reported 
that $500 would be fair compensation from 
the Central, as the city would be vastly. 
benefited by the expediting of the Pennsyl- 
vania tunnel and station work, the con- 
tractors now lacking adequate facilities for 
docking scows at Thirty-second Street. Mr. 
Grout declared at yesterday’s hearing that 
his engineers held that the Central should 
pay $1.10 per linear foot rental for each 
year, or $3,949. He upheld that report, but 
consented to a 40 per cent. reduction, bring- 
ing the rental to $2,350. Ira A.; Place, gen- 
eral counsel for the New York Central, held 
the Grout figures to be upreasonable. 
Mayor McClellan proposed a further reduc- 
tion which would bring the annual rental 
to $1,580 for the first five years, increasing 
by 5 per cent. for each succeeding five 
years, so that the rental for the last five 


years of the lease would amount to $2,016. 
To this price Mr. Place raisec objections, 
declaring that the Central stood ready to 
pay only $500, and was not ready te give up 
its pier rights on any other basis. 

Alderman McCall then moved that the 
Sinking Fund Commissioners aceept the 
recommendation of the Dock Commissioner, 
and he and Mr, Grout had a long wrangle. 
The Alderman held that it was a bad busi-

AGREE ON LIGHT..CONTRACTS. 


Oakley Breaks Two Years’ Dead-Lock 
with the Companies. 


John T. Oakley, Commissioner of the De- 
partment of Water Supply, Gas and Elec- 
tricity, has finally broken the dead-lock of 
two years’ standing between the city and 
the local lighting companies, Contracts 
with twenty-six companies in all have been 
signed, but as yet Controller Grout has not 
certified as to the sureties. 

The Controller, who was also seeking to 
bring about a compromise, admitted last 
night that Mr. Oakley had obtained better 
terms than he had expected to get. Gossip 
at the City Hall had it that Mr. Grout was 
somewhat chagrined that Mr. Oakley 
should have stolen a march on him. Owing 
to the fact that the Controller had refused 
to certify to the sureties, the matter did 
not become public until yesterday, although 
the contracts were signed in each case a 
month ago. All were dated back to March 
16, which was the date the contracts should 
have been entered into, but at that time 
the city officials and the lighting com- 
panies, controlled by the Consolidated Gas 
Company, could not agree on a price, In 
all something like $3,000,000 is involved in 


the contracts. In explaining the contracts 
Commissioner Oakley said: ; 

‘All of the old open-flame lights will be 
done away with in Manhattan and the 
Bronx and Welsbach mantle lamps substi- 
tuted. We pay the companies $24.75 a 
year each for these as against $17.50 for 
the old open-flame Jamps. The old con- 
tract called for $29 for mantle lamps. 
That means that the city Is getting a sixty- 
candle power lamp in place of each of the 
old twelve-candle power open-flame lights. 
The net result is that the city is paying 
slightly more for its gas lights and is get- 
ting vastly more for the money, There 
are 22,500 mantle lamps provided for in the 
new contract. 

‘We have made a saving, too, on the 
electric lights. Under the old contracts we 
paid $146 for each arc light. Under the 
new contract we pay $130, where it is 
reached by overhead wires, and $140 where 
reached by underground wires. Over in 
Brooklyn we shal ay $17.25 for open-

His *‘ Nozze di Figaro”’ 
was given last evening, but this prompti- 
tude unfortunately only served to make 
clearer the impression of how ill-prepared 
the Opera House is this season to give 
Mozart’s music with some approach to the 
letter and the spirit. The ability to sing 
it az it should be sung is rare enough now- 
adays, but there have been some seasons 
in the not too distant past when there was 
a much more plausible attempt at “Le 
Nozze di Figaro”’ than was presented last 
evening. 

The performance was heavy footed and 
lacked much of the sparkle and efferves- 
eence that should bubble through every 
scene: it lacked, too, much of the purity, 
flexibility, and transparent beauty of song 
that alone can represent its music with 
anything like its proper effect.

FOR JAPANESE PRINCE 


Hearty “Banzais” at Railroad 
Station for Fushimi, 


PARTY AT THE ST. REGIS 


Luncheon To-day and Theatre This 
Evening for Mikado’s Envoy—Goes 
to Boston To-morrow. 


Hundreds of Japanese gathered at the 
Twenty-third Street station of the Pennsyl- 
vania Railroad yesterday afternoon to give 
welcome in a thousand-throated “‘ Banzai!” 
to Prince Sadanaru Fushimi, the head of 
one of the four royal families of Japan, and 
a brother, by adoption, of the present 
Mikado, Many who were not Japanese were 
present, and everybody cheered. The 


| Prince received a loud and hearty welcome. 


The Prince is a man of medium height. 
He wore a Prince Albert coat and a tall 
hat. He arrived in the United States at 
San Francisco on Nov. 9, and has been 
seeing a lot of the West, particularly Chi- 
cago and St. Louls, where he lost some 
jewels. He was accompanied by Aimaro 
Sato, the Grand Master of the Household; 
N. Watanabe, Master of Ceremonies of the 
Imperial Household; Major Mikara, alde- 
de-camp; Dr. K. Rokkaku, phylsician to the 
Prince, and Count Setichiro Tarashima. The 
whole party at once drove to the Hotel St. 
Regis, the Prince’s carriage surrounded by 
a body of mounted police. 

At the St. Regis the Prince and his party 
took possession of the royal suite on the 


| third floor, and at once retired to the apart- 
; ments, where only a few distinguished Jap- 


anese friends were received. Among the 
first callers was Baron Kentaro Kaneko, 
late of the Mikado’s Cabinet. Morris K. 
Jesup and Perry Belmont called later. 
Prince Fushimi is unable to speak Eng- 


lish, and Richard Hamilton Taylor, who is 
traveling with the Japanese royal party, 
representing the United States Department 
of State, was commissioned to k to the 
reporters. 

‘The Prince will not go out to-night,” 
said Mr. Taylor, “but to-morrow he will 
attend a luncheon of the Chamber of 
Commerce given by Morris K. Jesup. After 
that the Prince will receive visitors at the 
St. Regis, and it is his present intention to 
see Fritzi Scheff at the Broadway Theatre 
in the evening.”’ 

Mr. Taylor also said that Prince Fushimi 
would go to Boston to-morrow to be at a 
Chamber of Commerce luncheon, and later 
to dine with Gov. Bates. He will also visit 
Harvard, and, returning to New York on 
Dec. 5, he will stop off and visit Yale and 
ane take luncheon with President Roose- 
velt. 

On the evening of Dec. 6 Prince Fushimi 
will be the guest of the Japanese residents 
of New York at a dinner to be given by the 
Japanese Consul General, Mr. Uchida. He 
will leave New York on Dec. 13 for Chi- 
cago, and_ sail from San Francisco for 
Japan on Dec, 28.

THE "FINNCIAL “MARKETS 


Stocks irregularly Higher; Call|s 
Money Easy, 3 1-4@4 Per Cent. 


Rather a Deficiency of Financial News, 
but Interesting Commodity and 
Security Markets. 


With the volume of business on the 
Stock Exchange running at a million 
and a half share daily average, it is nev- 
ertheless true that a scarcely less inter- 
esting and important speculation is pro- 
ceeding in the commodity markets, The 
iron boom receives daily - stimulation, 
yesterday’s being in the prospectively 
increased price of wire products. Cop- 
per.metal was stronger again, and the 
rise in rubber is of dimensions interest- 
ing to operators in the rubber manufact- 
uring combinations. Corn was not a 
lively market yesterday, but wheat was 
feverish, and cotton was highly excited. 
Operators were of several minds over 
the ginning report, taking a bullish atti- 
tude at first, and a bearish later. It is 
premature even yet to dogmatize regard- 
ing the precise yield, but apparently 
there is no question except as to the ex- 
cess over the previous maximum yield. 
It is not singular that the price again 
broke to a new minimum, with cheer to 
all except the cotton bulls. 

The more strictly financial develop- 
ments of the day were negatively good. 
Money touched 4 per cent. once more, 
but sterling promptly weakened, and the 
foreign markets gave no sign of further 
designs upon our gold supply. Left to 
ourselves there are few who anticipate 
anything more than seasonable strength 
in the accommodation market, there be- 
ing some disappointment among large 
lenders who have kept their resources 
free in anticipation of a better demand 
than has yet developed. Erie and St: 
Louis and Southwestern were conspicu- 
ous among several railways making ex- 
cellent traffic reports. Such intelligence 
is not exciting, but it is cumulative, and 
has effect with quiet people who are 
slow to enter the market, but stayers 
when convinced. 

The day’s declines were somewhat nu- 
merous, but not large nor in any sense 
disturbing. Some softness in the trac- 
tions throws a sidelight upon the indif- 
ference professed in interviews of their 
traffic managers regarding the transfer 
decision. Interborough was an excep- 
tion, both because it is less concerned 
in the decision than the others, and be- 
cause of its dividend declaration. Re- 
calling that it has been operating for 
scarcely over a month, it would seem 
that the inference was quite as much re- 
garding Manhattan’s prosperity as re- 
garding Interborough’s. Both the Steels 
were lower, the loss of 1 on the preferred 
being as striking as any of the day’s de- 
clines. The 5s, on the other hand, were 
extremely active and a trifle higher. The 
most important advances were in the 
Northern Securities group, including all 
which are affected by the impending set- 
tlement of the litigation, indirectly as 
well as directly. The suggestion is that 
the benefits will be impartially enjoyed, 
and not confined to one party at the 
other party’s expense. Baltimore and 
Ohio, Louisville, Missouri Pacific, and 
Reading were strong among railways, 
and Rubber Goods preferred among in- 
dustrials. The Tobacco issues were 


prominent in an active bond market.

Inspector’s Activity for Schiff in| 


Auto Case Condemned. 


LETTER IS MADE 


Police Official May Be Transferred— 
Capt. Herlihy, Who Denies Talking 
About Walsh, Shifted. 


For the alleged use of his influence on be- 
haif Mortimer L. Schiff, who was ar- 
rested the other day charged with over- 
speeding his automobile, Police Inspector 
liichard Walsh has been officially repri- 
manded by Commissioner McAdoo. This 
jis.the first action of the kind on the part 
of Mr. McAdoo since he became the head 
ot the Police Department. 

Walsh was present in the Harlem Court 
when Mr. Schiff was arraigned and dis- 
charged. It was said at the time that the 
Inspector had asked Bicycle Policeman 
Goldman, who made the arrest, to be easy 
on Mr. Schiff, and also that had re- 
quested Sergt. William Delaney’s assist- 
ance in getting Mr. Schiff off. Commis- 
sioner McAdoo, hearing of the incident, 
made an investigation. Yesterday’s repri- 
mand was the result. 

The Commissioner in his letter to Inspec- 
tor Walsh says that Policeman Goldman 
denied any attempt on the part of the In- 
spector to influence or intimidate him. 
Sergt. Delaney admitted to the Commis- 
sioner that he had denied that Walsh was 
in the courtroom, because he thought he 
might have. been there to get warrants and 
didn’t want the facts made public. The 
Commissioner addsé 

“In going to the court in the interest of 
Mr. Schiff you could not disassociate your 
official position from your personality. 
You carried with you all the prestige and 
influence of an Inspector of Police, on be- 
half of a defendant arrested and charged 
by a member of this force with the com- 
mission of a misdemeanor. 

“Your offense, in my mind, is somewhat 
condoned by my conviction that you acted 
on an impulse of friendship, without fully 
considering the seriousness of what you 
were doing. 

‘I believe that in this carried 
away by an impulse of friendship, you mis- 
took the hard and fast lines which should 
mark official conduct in the execution of 
and the administration of justice, and 
for this I am compelled to reprimand you, 
and the making of this public for the 
benefit of the force.’’ 

At the same time the Commissioner an- 
nounced the transfer of Capt. John D. 
Herlihy from the East One Hundred and 
Fourth Street Station to the Wakefield Sta- 
tion. At the time of the Walsh incident 
Capt. Herlihy was quoted as having made 
remarks about the attitude of the Inspector, 
who, he said, at one time was a coachman 
in the employ of the Schiffs. Investigation, 
however, showed that Capt. Herlihy did 
not say some of the things attributed to 
him. The Commissioner, moreover, said 
that the transfer was in no way due to the 
Schiff-Walsh affair. 

‘I wanted a good man in the East One 
Hundred and Fourth Street Station,’’ said 
Mr. McAdoo, *‘ and I consider Capt. Denis 
T. Brennan, whom I have transferred to 
that station, a good man.”’

PELL’S D DIVORCE UPSET. 


Referee Decides Florida Decree Invalid 
—First Wife’s Divorce Upheld. 


George J. Gillespie, the referee appointed 
by Supreme Court Justice Bischoff to 
straighten out the matrimonial tangle of 
Duncan C. Pell, filed his report yesterday. 
He finds that the divorce which Pell ob- 
tained from his first wife Anna Ogden 
Pendleton Pell, in Florida, is invalid, and 
sustains the decree of divorce which she 
obtained from Pell in this State.

Pell must contribute to the support of two 
women. 

Pell married Miss Pendleton on Dec. 14, 
isvz, They had two children, Duncan C. 
Pell, Jr., who is now eleven years old, and 
Dorothy O. Pell, ten. Pell inherited a large 
fortune from an aunt, and he then built a 
handsome Summer home at Cooperstown. 
Mr. and Mrs. Pell finally entered into an 
arrangement by which he was to pay to 
her $150 per week for the support of herself 
and children. He went to live in bachelor 
quarters for a while, but finally purchased 
a home at Orlando, Fla. Then he began a 
divorce action in Florida on the ground that 
she had deserted him. She put in no an- 
swer, and Pell obtained a decree. 

On Oct. 16, 1903, he married Helen Louise 
Gardner at West Haven, Conn. Learning 
this, the first Mrs. Pell’ began an action 
here for absolute divorce, naming the sec- 
ond Mrs. Pell as corespondent. When the 
suit was brought Pell and his second wife 
had started for Europe and the court al- 
lowed service by publication. Mr. Pell sub- 
mitted no answer, and the first Mrs. Pell 
obtained a divorce, the court ordering him 
to pay $150 a week.

SHOT STOPS FUGITIVE 
BURGLAR IN BACK YARD 


Had Robbed One West 71st Street 
House, Was Leaving Another. 





REIGN OF TERROR IN BLOCK 


Emanuel Tannenbaum, Whose House 
Had Been Twice Visited, Brought 
Thief Down. 


Emanuel Tannenbaum, who lives at 345 
West Seventy-first Street, brought down 
a thief with a pistol shot in his back yard 
yesterday morning, and the occupants of 
several handsome four-story dwellings in 
the same block hope that what they de- 
scribe as a reign of terror caused by the 
frequent visitations of burglars is at an end. 

There were four men in the burglar hunt, 
but Mr. Tannenbaum proved to be the best 
shot. Besides Mr. Tannenbaum, who is a 
real estate dealer of 656 Broadway, the 
others were Herbert Smyth of 347 West 
Seventy-first Street, an attorney for the 
Fidelity and Casualty Company; Charles 
Eidlitz of No, $41, President of the Build- 
ing Trades Employers’ Association, and 
Charles H. C. Beakes of No, 349, President 
of the Beakes Dairy Company. 

Mr. Eidlitz’s home was visited by burglars 
about a month ago, and Monday morning 
thieves made a $500 haul in the Tannen- 
baum house. Following these visitations 
Mr. “Eidlitz, Mr. Smyth, Mr. Beakes, and 
Mr. Tannenbaum held a council of war. 
Each bought a new revolver and an electric 
lantern. They hadn't long to wait for 
action. Yesterday morning shortly after 3 
o’clock Mrs. Beakes heard a noise in the 
basement. 

‘‘ There’s a burglar in the house,”’ 
her husband. 

Mr. Beakes ran down stairs without 
thinking of his pistol, and reached the base- 
ment in time to see a form disappearing 
through a window. He hunted around for 
some missile. The only thing at hand was 
an apple, which he let fly with unerring 
aim.

Smyth, next door, heard the com- 
motion in the Beakes house, and aroused 
her husband. The lawyer seized his re- 
volver and electric lantern and opened his 
rear window. He noticed that the Tannen- 
baum kitchen window was open. He gave 
the alarm, and in a moment the real estate 
man was up and armed. Mr, Tannenbaum 
is one of the champions of the Knickerbock- 
er Shooting Club. As he looked out into 
his yard he saw a man crawl from his 
kitchen window, directly beneath him. Mr. 
Tannenbaum called to the intruder to sur- 
render, and fired two shots in the air. The 
order to halt was unheeded, and the burglar 
was climbing the fence into the Smyth 
yard when Mr. Tannerbaum fired the third 
time. The man fell wounded in the shoul- 
der. 

Mr. Smyth called up Police Headquarters, 
the West Sixty-eighth Street Station was 
notified, and soon the police had the block 
surrounded. 

The wounded man said he was John Mce- 
Guire, twenty-eight years old, an iron- 
worker, living in a lodging house at Twenty- 
eighth Street and Sixth Avenue. He said 
he couldn’t get work because he was a non- 
union man. The police think McGuire was 
formerly identified with the old Sam Parks 
union, which Mr. Eidlitz helped to disrupt. 

At Roosevelt Hospital it was said that the 
prisoner would recover. In his pocket was 
found a two-dollar bill, and Mrs. Beakes 
recalled that she had left one on the kitchen 
table for marketing.

GUGGENHEIM’S DO IM’S DOG k KILLED. 


Fine Gavhehund, dus Just Imported, Run 
Down by Automobile. 


Frightened by the unknown bustle of New 
York streets, a fine dachshund, just im- 
ported by Isaac Guggenheim of the smelt- 
ing firm, leaped before an automobile yes- 
terday morning and was run over. The 
dog, which had arrived Tuesday on the 
steamship Kaiser Wilhelm IL, was being 
taken from Mr. Guggenheim’s apartment in 
the Bolkenhayn, at Fifth Avenue and 
Fifty-eighth Street, for an airing in the 
Park. It was in leash held by Ludwig 
Xziezsky, a bellboy, It was struck almost 
before the door.
